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fin Munich and in Stuttgart, Germany. Tho information JASIUK furnished 
wan usually correct and reasonably rollahl®. COLLTR believed that' 
JASIUK ease owned an estate in Poland, which had been confiscated when 
the Russians took over and that the Ccraauniste had murdered his tdfa 
and children. If Mr. JASIUK made any false statements on bis application 
for 3bBdgration, it was without Mr, COLLUR'S knowledge. COLLIHl'S 
impression of JASIUK was that JASIU K uqb bitterly anti-Cotenunist to the 
degree that he was biased. C0LL3FR also fdt that JASIUK was mainly 
interested In destroying Comuni am and that ho was convinced that as en 
anti-Caonunist, JASIUK con and will be useful to the United States. 




The following information was received froa 
(a Dutch Rational) who was formerly a local employee of the American 
Consulate end also an investigator for the CIC in Stuttgart, Geraary, 
WAGEHAAR believed JASIUK came from that part of weetern Poland which 
is now considered a part of Russia and that subject hod been associated 
with groups such as The Vfoita Rnthenien Administration which favored the 
independence of that area. In the early part of World War U when the 
Russians advanced into Poland ho believed that JASIUK fled to the Host 
but that his wife and child remained la the croa which was eventually 
over by the Russians and that h5a wife and child ware deported eastward 
by tha Russians. Later in tho war the subject, as a colleague of 0st< 
returned to that area of Eastern Poland and Western Russia near Stolpce at' 
which time he held the -position of an official in the White Rathsalaa 
Administration. Since thi3 was within an area conquered by the German army, 
it is only logical to assume thr.t any local government could only csdsfc with 
the acknowledgement of the appropriate German authorities. Ho stated that 
JASIUK appeared to him to be genuinely end sincerely anti-Ccaanunict and 
enti^hiB clan not only because of his personal belief but because of the in 
treatment that JASIUT'S family had received in the hands of the Russians. 

He characterised JASIUK as being a Socialist, neither Fascist nor Cosanunlat, 
on tho basis of hie expressed opinions end his personal and professional 
affiliations of long standing with Ooterowsky who is supposed to bs well 
known as an nnti-Ccsmunist. 



Mr. WAGFRAAR claimed that he had considerable) experience both with 
CIC and with the Consulate General in dealing with various personalities 
and groups representative of Polish and Russian anigrees in Germany. As 
the result of this experience he believed that JASIUF’ was « reliable informant 
and a reliable typo of person. 



Mr. WAGFRAAR concluded that all of tha above information arid more 
should be readily available at the Stuttgart Die Office and the files of 
the Consulate General in Stuttgart. 
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
